3ources said a scandal in the 
Finance Ministry led to the abrupt 
dismissal of two sub-Cabinet of- 
ficials last week may have forced 
the change，according to a New 
York Times report. 

Finance Minister K.T. Li and 
Communications Minister Henry 
Rao Were assigned to the less 
Sigmificant posts of ministers with- 
out portfolio， Wang Jen-yuan， 
formerly a key aide to Premier 
Chiang Ching-kuo，was replaced 
as Justice Minister. 

K.T, Li was reportedly embar- 
assed by a rice price manipulation 
and improper loan scandals which 
myolved his subordinates.

Labor Problems complicated 
matters. Late in 1974, the hospital 


workers voted to_unionize and 
affiliate with Local 250 on a vote 
of 48 to 32. The hospital contested 
the _election before the National 
Labor Relations Board (NLRB) 
and claimed irregularities which 
should invalidate the election. The 
Hospital lost the decision 


The NLRB case brought to the 
Surface labor and personality dis- 
putes at the hospital and some 
serious charges were hurled back 
and forth among administrators 
and staff. The case also brought 
into the open the wide split 
between Fred Gee，the Business 
Manager of the Hospital and 
Yang. Cee,，who had his Sphere of 
infuence before Yang came to the 
hospital，resigned early this year. 
As the formal representative of the 
Chinese Hospital Foundation，GCee 
was responsibjle for collecting rents 
from hospital properties and could 
write checks. Yang finally assum- 


“ed those functions under his juris- 


diction this year. 
OUTPATIENT 

The question of building a new 
outpatient clinic brought the in- 
fighting on the Board of Directors 
to the center spotlight. 下 ast/VWVest 
and other Chinatown newspapers 
covered the outpatient clinic issue 
extensively. Previous articles are 
too numersous to mention here. In 
SUIDIn3aTVY， after tie votes， coOUrt 
suits，flip-flopping，a contested 
representative and hundreds of 
hours spent by board members 
and hospital personnel in meet- 
ings, the clinic was approved. The 
Hospital expects，within the year， 
to complete a 5-story，10,000 foot 
outpatient facility. 


Lastest in a series of emergen- 
cies at the hospital, last month the 
city and' state fire marshals，

We are convinced that a hospital in the midst of our com- 
munity is a blessing，especially to many eldqerlies and new 
immigrants。 While attempts are being made to rennovate the 
antiquated physical plant, we hope that ways could be found 


to update the organizational structure of the hospital and 
its board.

and dqay treatment services， 
Mrs，Wang stated that since 
inception of mertal health services 
in Chinatown in 1964 until now， 
the focus has been on attempting 
to _ help those who were already 
emotionally disturbed or troubled， 
ASsignificant proportion of those 
helped were Chinese-speaking 
residents of other districts of San 
Francisco and of other Bay Area 
counties, At the present time，for 
instance，over 150 active cases in 
the Chinatown programs come 
from outside the Northeast Dis- 
trict，and this points to the need 
for mental health centers in other 
districts and counties as well as 
Specialized City-wide services 
(Such as mental retardation，

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education he received by directly 
participating in the Cultural 
Revolution. 

“One remarkable thing , Milton 
commented,“was the absence of 
anti-American sentiment . ， .Of 
course，during the Cultural 
Revolution， there was some anta- 
gonism，But this was factional， 
and resulted from supporting one 
faction against another among the 
Chinese,” 

WARY 
Upon further reflection，Milton 


added that although he believes 


there is some anti-foreign senti- 
ment,“it stems from certain levels 
of leadership and not from the 
people. If the Chinese people are 
wary of foreigners，it is because 
the PRC is a new country and has 
a_ basic insecurity and fear of 
enemies,” 

Milton expressed a strong faith 
however in the young people of 
China. “If given half a chance， 
young Chinese People， workers 
and peasants，will have no diffi- 
culty relating to strangers from 
around the world.”In his contacts 
with ordinary” people Milton 
found that many“knew a great 
deal about the politics of their 
own country.” There was no 
Chinesewho could not talk intelli- 
gently about his country.” 

Milton was employed at the 
Foreign Language Institute of 
Peking as an English teacher， His 
courses ranged from fifth year 
English to _ American economic 
and political life，He used news- 
papers and magazines such as the 
N:Y.， Times， Time ， Magazine， 
Newsweek and U.S. News and 
World Report as teaching .mater- 


LS 庆 


”On the level of understanding 
his _ students had of life abroad， 
Milton said: “When the Chinese 
want to，they have an excellent 
understanding of foreign coun- 
tries，If they dont want to，a 
barrier comes down, but， it seems 
to me it's very conscious,” 

Milton described _ his living 
accomodations as“twice as much 
as the Chinese would have”and 
his salary as“ “four times what the 
Chinese teachers received ”even 
afterhe cuthis own salary in half. 

FEELINC 

He spoke with feeling aboat the 
warm working relationship 
among the staff who worked as a 
team,”and noted the diversity of 
background of the teachers，in- 
cluding _ university Ph5D.s and 
peasants alike，“Regarqdless of 
different abilities ，however， all 
worked collectively and all were 
respected equally. ”This spirit of 
camaraderie existed in- the close 
rapport between the teachers and 
the students， Join activities 
between the teachers and students 
included things such as swimming 
in a pool dug by his students， 
singing American songs in a school 
bus，and dubbing films into 
English，all of these experiences 
reflecting the informal and close 
ties he 
students and colleagues, He stated 
that he had“entered deeply into 
Chinese life when the students felt 


So close that they would criticize a ~ 


foreigner.” 

The advent of the Cultural 
revolution，according to Milton， 
brought him“even closer ”to the 
people. It was at that time，Milton 
explained，that “everything that 
was covered Up by the usual 
politeness came out and everyone 
learned who was a friend and who 
possibily not a friend,”He spoke 
of the vitality stimulated by the 


established ”with his 


Cultural revolution and described 
the Chinese people as “very 
human, with alot of ideas and not 
as obedient as people think， They 
are coOntentious and scrappPy.” 


RESILIENT 

He conceded that errors of 
judgment and false accusations 
were made，but that “everyone 
made mistakes and they learned a 
great deal from those mistakes.” 
Milton emphasized the resilient 
quality of the Chinese people and 
felt that “their ability to _ reach 
compromises would probably be 
necessary in the future, One great 
thing, a great strength, is that they 
can make great mistakes but are

able to come back，correct it and 
do it again,” 

On the post-Mao era，Milton 
speculated:“If，in the future，to 
use Mao's term, they (the Chinese) 
can prevent non-antagonistic cOn- 
tradictions from turning into 
antagonistic ones， they should 
have- no difficulty overcoming 
their problems，However， 计 any 
single group or faction attempts to 
dominate all other opinions， there 
could be a severe struggle. I never 
met any ITepresentatives of one 
particular group which appeared 
to have the whole truth.” 

The distinction between anta- 
gonistic and non-antagonistic coOn- 
tradictions was originally Put 
forth by Mao in the essay Om the 
Correct andling of Contradic- 
tions Amomng the People in 1957.， 
According to this theoretical 
formulation, the underpinnings of 
Social existence are characterized 
by two types of contradiction， 
antagonistic and non- 
antagonistic. Antagonistic .con- 
tradictions are between what Mao 
calls“ourselves and our enemies ， 
these seen as irreconciliable. Non- 
antagonistic contradictions， by 
contrast，are“among the people 去 
and therefore can be resolved by 
peaceful means， 

Milton concluded by stating 
that“regardless of what happens 
in _ the _ future，the Chinese are 
standing up as one of the great 
peoples of the world，They are 
jearning from the West and the 
West is learning from China.”

Maybe 让 
was accidental， or maybe 让 
wasnt. Idont know, . . . but 让 
got the Vietnamese people so _ up 
tight down in the city that they 
had a whole gathering: a whole 
crowd of civilian people brought 
the victim's body and put 让 in 
font of the gate， There was a 
whole bunch of Vietnamese，yel- 
ling you know, the guy's relatives 
were there: and there were a jlot 
of MPs on the inside of the gate. 

OK，I remember that incident 
where a lot of civilian Vietnamese 
people were outside of that gate， 
just crying and yelling and de- 
manding to know what happened.

It was the 64th Finance Sec- 
tion，the compound right next to 
ouUIS. 工 was just over there to get 
my finance records straightened 
out, to get my Day Somehow，and 
I just saw this happen.

Of course，we could travel to 
other compounds，hitching rides 
on trucks going "to this or that 
other compound, but you couldntt 
go _ downtown or anything， But 
being Oriental，it was easier for 
me to sneak offt base and down to 
Danang City when Iwas off duty.

And I had this Chinese friend 
who helped me out.， He was a 
civilian tailor in the China Beach 
PX. I went over there to have 
some suits made one time，and he 
went thru taking my measure- 
ments you know and Ikind of had 
a feeling he was Chinese. But then 
I somehow noticed some Chinese 
books，and then he saw my last 
name on my uniform，and we 
started to talk about，like: “Are 
you Chinesep” and such， you 
know.“Yes,”and he said “Yes” 
too，you know, So we just started 
talking. There was a snack bar. 
We used to go over there and Td 


buy him a soda，or hed buy me 
something to eat. .OFT something 
like that， you know what 工 
meanp? 

I think he was from Hong 
Kong. He d come to Vietnam 5 or 
6 years earlier, and he could speak 
Vietnamese. We got to know each 
other pretty good and he wanted 
to know 让 工 wanted to go 
downtown, to Danang City，“Td 
like to invite you to dinner,”he 
said，ang such you know. And I 
Said “Fine.” 

So he snuck me out the gate in a 
car which belonged to the com- 
pany he worked for. You know; 
going out the gate，the guards 
didn t check them all that closely.

So went to his house，you 
know, and of course Since Ihadnt 
had Chinese food for a long time， 
thats what they cooked for me.

He showed me around Danang 
and I spent the night at his place 
and then themnext morning we got 
in his company's car and he snuck 
me back on base again ,

After that I devised other ways 
of getting out，and eventually，I 
was able to sneak downtown any 
-time 工 wanted， Imade it a 
practice，See, I was in charge of 
the night shift，and the way we 
worked our Schedule, we'd work 2 
nights and then have 2 and a half 
days off before we had to come 
around and pull our shift again. 
And in that time，Td sneak 
downtown. Tdq get off maybe 7 
oclock in the morning，go to the 
Imesshall]，eat breakfast，get my 
things together, and go. 

See, you can go to other bases or 
compounds，but you have to be 
riding in a truck, They won't jlet 
you walk out that gate.

And as 
SOon as TI get thru the gate, 工 d hop 
offt, and out there is what you call 
a Cowboy .He is a Vietnamese 
with a motorcycle，usually a 
Honda 50 cc， He's like a taxicab 
driver.
